The Army and Naiif Gazette ssya ; We 
lake front tbf leading:^ journal the (ojlowing 
aooonnt of the floating out of the Monarch, 
which was sucbessfully accomplished on 
Monday, the 25th May,, but we feel bound 
to.omit.,aoiij^^p(^rtions^ of tbe descriptions 
wbloh refer to opinions of the writer rather 
than to facta : 

" In the conatructioo of the Monarch Mr 
Reed baa adopted tho bracket'framo syaiem, 
first introduced by the Chiof Oonstruotor in 
tbe Bellerophon, and since adopted in all the 
iron turrets of war built in this country for 
onr own and foreign Qovernmoola. Tbe 
ordinary features of this aystem of oooalruo- 
lion may bo briefly dceeribed aa a doublo 
cellular bottom, watertight bulkbeads and 
platforms, and iron decks, which aombino 
ligblneas and atrcngth to auch an extent aa 
enables the naval architect to greatly di- 
minish the proportion formerly considered 
necessary between tbe , :weigM of; 'the bnll 
proper and that of tbo defeuaive material 
carried. The upper deck of tho Monarch 
rises 14 feot above tho water line, while tho 
turret guns will ba carried at a height of no 
leas than 17 /eel above tho water. Tho sides 
amidships are protected by armour plates 7 
inches in thickness, laid oo a baokiog ol 
leak of 12 inobea, with an inner Fkio plating, 
of two tdlckooBBOs, of iochea, the whclu 
being lurtber stifToned and supported by L2- 
inch longitudinal girdrr-i worked ouiaidtj ihw 
akin plating' ond 10-irich vortical frames 
worked inside, both eote of sclflcncrs being 
placed at intervala of a cnoplc uf loot.

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About eight uunareu laut ociuiv 
nish CO, five men aro at work, called 
Dutch company. They arc ground 
sluicing a large bench. They havo got 
tho bed rook pitching in the bill, and 
altliuuj^h not in the cbannel, are making 
over wages. This company feel 
sanguine that they have a gojd thing, 
and are of the opinion that Sugar Crock 
mast soon be au im|)ortiuit uiiiiing camp. 
Tbe peculiar features of Sugar Creek ni);; 
its tributaries is tbe extent of ground in 
which wages can be made by working tho 
surface. I heard but one opinion ex- 
prc.'iBcd by the miners there and that was 
tiiat diggings to pay wages could bo found, 
almost any where in that vicinity, wbilo 
the deep ground appears as yet to bo 
almost wholly anprospected. In 1862 a 
company succeeded in getting bed rock 
iu the channel of Sugar Creek, and got 
as high as flfty dollars per day to thij 
hand. They took six humired dollars out 
of ono grcvine, but were speedily driven 
out with water. I have this information 
from a gcntlcmau who was ongoigod in 
the work at that time. 

Four miles below the camp ou Sugar, 
we come to Mustang Oreek. On tbic 
stream twelve men are at work. Mr 
Allan, formerly of tho Sentinel, is at 
work hero, ami is nuiking over wages. 
All tho others appear to bo doing well. 
Tho diggings aro shallow, raiigiip^ from 
two to six feet deep. Mu.stang is about 
throe miles long, and not a rjuurtor of the 
ground ia yet taken up. Mr Ju.sso 
Wright, formerly of IJarkerville, is about 
opening a store on Sugar Creek this week; 
hu is also taking steps to have a mule 
trail cut to Oeutreville.
